County Farm Agent J. C. Ford to* 
day ia calling the attention of the 
farmers of his district to the experi­ 
ence of past year* with the cotton 1 
leaf pests and is asking that the ag­ 
riculturists take time by the forelock 
and buy supplies of poison in suf­ 
ficient quantity to prevent any de­ 
struction of the crep by the pestift. 
Mr. Ford issues the following a r­ 
ticle in the hope that farmers will 
take sufficient time 
to 
safeguard 
■ themselves: 
“Many farmers in Morgan county 
? have reported the presence of cot­ 
ton worms but they have not been 
numerous enough to do any injury t< 
the crop. They have now webbed up 
or are webbing up,, to change t< 
moths, which will lay eggs for th<; 
next crop of worms. 
“The next crop is due to appeat 
during the last days of August 01 
the first days of September. 
There 
is every reason to believe that larg< 
areas will be stripped if the worm: 
are not poisoned. It is possible tha 
there will be a few, if any, worm; 
on small cotton, but most of th< 
larger cotton will probably be heavilj 
infested. 
“Poison is cheap. At present it gar 
be bought by any farmer, delivef%<J%a* 
his railroad point for 8 cents *r 1 
pound in 800-lb. lots. 
At that price 
the cost of poison per acre will no 
exceed 36 to 50 cents. 
It should b 
mixed with an equal weight of lira* 
or low grade flour. 
Many prefer t< 
use flour because it is more pleasan 
to handle, does not make the skii 
sore and sticks to the cotton leave: 
better than lime, thus holding the 
poison on. 
“Some argue that stripping 
th< 
leaves the first of September wil 
not hurt the cottbta For most cotto: 
that is a serious mistaken The sav 
ing ©f one boll to every fdur stalks 
with a regular stand, will more tha 
pay the cost of poisoning, not charg 
ing the labor. 
To have one or tw 
bolls per stalk open immediately wi 
cost much móre than poisoning. Th> 
injury to the sample from trash an< 
short lint wUl cost several times a 
much as poison. Then, it must be re 
membered, that when the leaves ar 
gone and the worms are not ye 
thj*ough feeding, they proceed to ea 
the bolls, evert full grown bolls.

refuse to poison at the first of Sep 
tember is to sacrifice dollars in or 
der to save dimes. 
“Two years ago, we had a destruc 
tive outbreak before we knew it 
There was not time to find out wh 
needed poison and how much.
